51, The following anecdote has been | 
related to me by such a variety of porsons, 
thet I comnot doubt of its having some 
faundation in truth, though no mention has 
been made thereof by Mr Rudyerd, Tho 
relation will therefore I trust be seceptubte, 
to my readers, a5 it at once shews the great 
estimation in which this building-has been 
held by foreigners, even such ag were, at 
the vory timo, enemies of thia country, 
Louis the XIV, being at war with Erigland, 
during tho proccoding with this building, o 
Fronch: privateer took the mcn at work 
upon the Edystone rock, together with 
their tools, and carried them to France, 
and the captain was in expectation 
of a reward fur the achievement. While 
the - captives lay in prison, the transac- 
tion reached the eara of that monarch : 
Ho immediately ordered them to ba re- 
Yeased, and tha captors to be put in their 
place ; declaring, that though he was at 
war. with England, he was not at war with 
mankind ; he therefore directed the men to 
be sent back-to their work with prosunts ; 
observing, thnt the Edystone Lighthouse 
was so situated, as to be of ‘oqual sorvico 
to sll nations having occasion to navigate 
the channe! that divides France from Kng- 
Jand:* ‘
